CHICAGO, Nov. 11.—Ken liutterworth

He defined 
Jhristiumty aa the religion of Christ, and 
Civilization as the predominance of man's 
piritual nature over hie animal nature 
'he more a man is developed intellect- 
ally and spiritually, the more oiviliza- 
ion is advanced. Civilization in its real 
ense is only an evidence of man's spirit* 
uul development. Whatever tends to 


evelop man's higher thoughts, whatever 
rings true conduct, honesty and higher 
magination, tends to civilization. It is 
rue that religion has been the great 
onrce ol man's ^inspiration. It was true 
f the Greeks, ot the Bomuns and the 
Mohammedans. * * * The Christian 
eligion in a certain way has revolnticn- 
zed the world. To-day there are fourteen 
mndreu million people on earth and the 
Boundaries of Christianity are the boun- 
daries of civilization. 
The tnbes of 


frica and the Chinese are still on the 
utside. * * * Christianity has not 
coompliehed all things, but the coming 
f Christ and the spread ot His religion 
us radically changed the opinions, be- 
iefs and ideas ot men on important enb- 
ecta. To-day the greatest idea of God 
with the people is the individual conoep- 
ian of what is beautiful and good. The 
caching of the pulpit is that God's sym- 
athy is with the perfection of the indi- 


vidual . Every man yearna to be good 
nd juat, to do right, and be in harmony 
with all of God's laws. To do wron,? is 
o degrade and lower man. The great 
ower of man is the power to do right. 
The Bishop in a masterly manner 
raced the influence of Christianity upon 
he nations ot the earth, and then came 
own to the discovery by Columbus of 


America, where he declares the highest 
ype of Christianity prevails, s ohristian- 
;y which is steadily making its influence 
elt for general good on all Europe. He 
auded the idea and work of Oolmnbne, 
ho would have been powerless to act 
>nt tor the help of the monastery mcnft 
nd the noble act of Queen Isabella in 
ellmg her jewels that Columbus might 
36 fitted out with ships for bis perilous 
ourney across the Atlantic. 


The closing portion of the address was 
condensation ot tho principles ot true 


religion, a presentation of the speaker's 
deas of right living, and the importance 
>t clinging close to the religion of Christ— 
le true and honest and upright at all 
lines and to the most lowly man who haa 
genius and talent, who seeks honors on 
eartb, the crown wiil come. The Bishop 
gave Bob Ingersoll a slap. He said that 
ngeraoH in speaking on liberty and the 
tome misled the young on questions of 
morality. He gave them fine rhetoric 
and let them soar with him, but ha had 
nothing for the heart, and left them 
lonndering in darkness. 


The address commanded the fixed at- 


tention of the audience and was inter- 
rupted by applause. It was an intel- 
ectual treat to all present.

A Oar Wheel with a Cushion. 
One of! tbe latest inventions to attract 


the attention and approval ot railroad 
men is tne cushion ear wheel, which is 
said to possess many advantages in the 
way of simplicity, safety.and economy, 
while at the same time it is almost noise- 
less. This wheel is composed of two 
parts, the centre and the tire, while be- 
tween the two is a thick rubber band 
which acts as a cushion to absorb all tbe 
vibrations. 


By a peculiar construction the tire is 


made so that it may be removed without 
taking the wheel from the axle; and the 
rubber is so interposed between tbe 
centre and the tire as not to be liable to 
injury from a hot box or from the corro- 
sive action of the lubricants. It appears 
from a test made with these wheels that, 
after a service of more than 20,000 miles, 
tho rubber exhibited no appearance of 
deterioration, while the tire showed a 
wear of but a thirty-second part of an 
inch, which is remarked a? bVng leas 
than one-half of the usual wear for such 
a distance.

Sul Organ'i ng to Defend the Inde- 


pendence of Their New State—A 


Bloody Battle Reported. 


LONDON, N6v. 11.—On account of thfe 


strict guard kept by the Brazilian gov- 
ernment over the telegraph and cable 
lines, it is almost imposible to obtain 
reliable news as to the exact state ol 
the country^. It is now generally ad- 
mitted, however, that there is no room 
for further doubt that tlio province ol 
Rio Grande do Sul lias declared its in- 
dependence, and it is reported that this 
independent territory includes about 
60,000 fighting Germans among 
its 


population, the revolution there is un- 
doubtedly serious.

constituted. 


lly the same source it became known 


that at least two other provinces were 
on the verge of (leHarinjT tht'ir inde- 
pendence; and rumor also hn 1 it lliiit 
the "restoration" p.ii r.y held sway in 
one of the revolted districts. This re- 
port, which conie.s fioni 
li.iliia. may 


have its origin in imperialist circles; 
but be that how it ma}', the situation 
of affairs would seem to indicate a long 
and bloody civil war in the near future, 
the overthrow of Da Pouseca's dicta- 
torship and the establishment in Brazil 
of a number of separate republics 
somewhat similar to those of South 
Africa. 


LATEH—There is no longer any at- 


tempt to deny that the province of Per- 
nambuco has joined the province of 
Kio Grande do Sul in declaring ilb inde- 
pendence. 
Great excitement prevails 


in Rio de Janeiro and throughout Bra- 
zil. It is reported here to-night that 
Marshal Da Fonsecahas been informed 
that he is suffering fioni a disease 
which must soon cause his death, and 
that he has announced his willingness 
to resign the reins of power. 


The German population of Rio Grande 


do Sul is reported to be organizinginto 
armed bodies of men on the plan of the 
Dutch settlers of South Africa, and to 
be deterri'iied to defend the independ- 
ence of I' i''r new state. 


The tioops under the command of 


Marshal Da Fonseea, are said to have 
been ordered to move upon Rio Grande 
do Sul. This report, however, is not 
believed here, as it is understood that 
the dictator has been warned by his 
most trusted admirers to do everything 
possible to avoid bloodshed. 


A still later minor has it that there 


has been a conflict with serious loss of 
life, between thestipporteis of the gov- 
ernment and the colonists, v, ho have 
just declared their independence,
